Rolla Lawry, president of a hair 
remover company, founded on a 
$4000 shoestring in 1918 and sold 
to Eastern bankers for $1,534,7°% 
on July 1, was denounced today 
by Circuit Judge Sale for “wrong- 
doing’’ in acquiring stock of the

Judge Sale observed that’ the 
widow had “slept on her rights,” 
but Lawry and his associates had 
administered ‘a sleeping potion” 
to her. 

Return Stock or Pay $176,000. 

In April, 1926, a month after the 
death of E. D. Frier, founder and 
president of the Hannibal Phar- 
macal Co., his widow, Mrs. Na- 
talie Frier, 6901 Princeton avenue, 
University City, sold her husband’s 
45 shares and her one share to 
Lawry for $102,212. Her father, 
W. H. Ely, sold his 19 shares to 
Lawry for $44,000, giving Lawry 
complete control of the firm, 
which manufactures a_ depilatory 
called ,“‘Neet.”’ 

- Judge Sale ordered Lawry to re- 
turn the stock to Mrs. Frier unless 
within 10 days he pays here an ad- 
ditional $147,500 plus’ interest, 
which will make the total about 
$176,000. 

Ely’s separate suit to recover his 
stock, if settled, as seems likely, 
would bring him $88,000 for the 
stock instead of the $44,000 he 
received for it, attorneys said. 

Less Than She Asked. 

The judgment for Mrs. Frier 
represents the difference between 
the price paid for her stock and 
the price which Judge Sale finds 
was a reasonable, fair market 
value as of the date of the sale. 
Mrs. Frier had asked for $500,000 
and weuld have’ received even 
more than that had the value had 
been fixed as of today, inasmuch 
as modern feminine fashions have 
made the hair remover business in- 
creasingly prosperous each year. 

‘It has been well said that 
equity delights to do full justice; 
not by halves,” Judge Sale said in 
observing that Mrs. Frier was en- 
titled to relief beyond question, but 
he found it difficult to determine 
the degree of relief. 

Not Outlawed by Delay. 

Mrs. Frier’s claim was not out- 
lawed through the delay in filing 
suit, Judge Sale said, yet she 
should not be permitted to profit 
by the delay during which. the 
stock rose in value. 

Declaring Mrs. Frier had “slept 
on her rights for 31 months” be- 
fore filing suit, Judge Sale asserted 
the “sleeping potion” administered 
to her by Lawry and his associ- 
ates did not justify this ‘‘long dor- 
mant condition.”” During this 31 
months, the hair remover business 
might.possibly have become less 
valuable, Judge Sale added. 

In conclusion, he said: **TPe- 
fendant (Lawry) will be given the 
opportunity of doing justice as I 
conceive it ought to be done; or if 
he refuses to do that measure of 
justice he will then suffer the con- 
sequences of his wrongdoing in the 
fullest measure.” 

Appeal Uncertain. 


After Judge Sale’s decision had 
been read, all parties to the litiga- 
tion appeared satisfied. However, 
Lawry and his attorney, Lon O. 
Hocker. said they did net know 
whether they would accept the de- 
cree. Edward Foristel and Har- 
vey Cox, lawyers for the plaintiff, 
likewise said they had not decided, 
but probably would file a motion

The explosion, which is the sec- 
ond serious accident the British 
navy has suffered recently, was 
said to have been caused by the 
blowing out of one of the cruiser's 
new 6-inch guns,*the whole gun 
turret being blown away. 

The dead were all Royal Marines 
and included a Captain, two Ser- 
geants, a Corporal and two pri- 
vates.

The Devonshire is one of the 
newest ships in the British navy 
and has a standard displacement 
of 10,000 tonsa.

We have 314 
hours and both feeling fine. We 
know now a map could stay up 
here six months and get fat.

We have made up 
our minds to set a record that 
will stand longer than any of 
the other ones. What's the use 
of getting a record and losing it

The sugar schedule is one of the 
most controversial items in the 
tariff measure and Chairman 
Smoot has been working on a slid- 
ing scale proposition which he ex- 
pects will receive support from 
Republican Committee members. 

The Republican members of the 
Finance Committee continued their 
consideration today of the House 
bill in executive session with a dis- 
pute developing over the tariff on 
manganese. 

The Republicans decided to keep 
the present rate on manganese but 
to have it apply to all of,the prod- 
ucts containing 10 per cent of 
manganese which are imported 
into this country. Under the pres- 
ent law the tariff aMplies only on 
the commodity when it contains 
30 per cent of manganese. 

The action was regarded as a 
victory for the West and some 
committee members thought it 
would offset the decision to re- 
tain House rates voted on brick 
and cement objected to by the 
Westerners. 

Contrary to suggestions which 
have been widely expressed, Chair- 
man Smoot wants it to be known 
that the Republicans of the Senate 
committee are working independ- 
ently of the White House in re- 
writing the House tariff bill. 

President Hcover, he says, is 
pursuing a hands off policy, and 
except that they are following the 
general formula for tariff revision 
Which hoe laid down in his mes- 
sage to the special session of Con- 
gress, the committee Republicans 
are acting independently in their 
deliberations. 

That general formula called for 
“limited” revision on the existing 
Fordney-McCumber tariff with a 
view particularly to giving greater 
protection to agricultural products 
and to some other commodities 
which might be found to be insuf- 
ficiently protected against foreign 
competition by the schedules of the 
1922 act. 

The committeemen so far have 
made considerable progress into 
the House schedules, including 
such controversial items as the 
proposed increases in the duties on 
bricks and cement, but no word of 
its specific decisions has been al- 
lowed to escape from its closed 
meeting room. 

All information on rates which 
has been ellowed to seep out of 
that chamber is of a general char-. 
acter. This includes the word that 
some of the House Increases have 
been reduced, that others have 
been advanced, and that somé deci- 
sions have been reached by close 
votes.

Chamber of Commerce Agency

The Chamber of Commerce to- 
day reiterated its previous an- 


nouncement that persons desiring 
to make contributions of money or 
other gifts to Dale Jackson and 
Forest O'Brine, endurance flyers, 
might do so through the Air Board 
of the Chamber.

“The Chamber believes like most 
of the citizens of St. Louis that 
these two intrepid youths who re- 
cently broke the world’s endurance 
record should be substantially re- 
warded, as was done by Cleveland, 
Fort Worth and Los Angeles, where 
previous records were established 
and that everything possible should 
be done to show St. Louis’ appre- 
ciation for the new laurels that 
these youths have brought to St.

“At the same time, however, the 
Chamber desires to reiterate its 
previous announcement that it is 
not attempting to start a campaign 
for funds for the youths, but that 
it is acting merely as an agent to 
accept on behalf of the flyers any 
gifts that persons may desire to 
make.

54 Wells Are Producing Up to 250 Barrels 
Daily — 60 More Drills 
~ at Work. 


OMANCE, color, life and ad- 
venture pervade Dupo, IIL, 
nine months ago an ordinary 
town called home by Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad workers and a few 
farmers who would hasten to ex- 
plain as their hearers wrinkled 
their brows, “Little place 10 miles 
south of East St. Louis where the 
Mo Pac. has its yards.” 

Now they grin and throw out 
their chests in pride as they hear: 
“So you're from Dupo, that oll 
eh?” 

Its nanie has spread across the 
country it would seem from auto- 
mobile license plates bearing every 
color of the spectrum and from 
dialects typical of all states of the 
Union. 

Dupo is cosmopolitan. Oil there 
is anything between “‘ile,” “orl” 
and “awl,” but it is all that is 
talked about. “ 

Fifty-four Wells Working. 

Fifty-four wells are producing 
and 69 drills are being sunk into 
the oil-bearing Trenton limestone. 
Within a few weeks, virtually every 
one of the small homes on 50-foot- 
front lots in the southern part of| 
that village will have its oil well. 
Drillers use the stakes of the rig | 
on the next lot to hold their guy | 
wires. This is “the crazy patch.” 

No great fortunes have been 
amassed from royalties, but the 
development has brought financial 
comfort to many a family. The 
wells in the shallow (field, at 
about 550 feet, produce up to 250 
barrels a day, the average being 
less than 100 barrels, however. | 
Crude oil now sells at $1.25 a bar- 
rell and landowners get one-eighth 
royalty.

Detailed wvenorts prepared by 
Circuit Judge Charles W. Rutledge 
and Circuit Attorney Franklin Mil- 
ler on the trial and conviction of 
Miguel Aguilera and Jose Martinez 
for the murder of Nathan Broddon, 
St. Louis clothing merchant, during 
a holdup, together with a transcript 


| of “testimony at the trial, were for- 
'warded yesterday to Secretary of 


State Stimson at Washington by 
Gov Caulfield. 

The reports were designed to an- 
swer a complaint from the Mexican 
embassy at Washington that the 
two men were sentenced to be 
hanged on circumstantial evidence 
without being permitted the use of 
an interpreter. Martinez’s sen- 
tence subsequently was commuted 
to life imprisonment by Judge Ryt- 
ledge and both men are now in fail 
pending a decision on their appeal 
to the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Judge Rutledge in his report to 
Governor said the men were 
not convicted on circumstantial ev- 
idence, but on the testimony of an 
identifying witness and on alleged 
verbal admissions by the men _ to 
police. 

“No Sufficient Showing.” 

“There was no sufficient show- 
ing made to justify the use of an 
interpreter,’ the Judge wrote. 
‘“‘Martinez was placed on the stand 
and it was apparent to the Court 
that he understood and could speak 
English, although he stated in good 
English that he did not understand 
English very well. No bona fide 
effort was made to satisfy the Court 
that he needed the use of an inter- 
preter, and there was no attempt 
at all to show Aguilera needed 
one.” 

Had he permitted an interpreter, 


Judge Rutledgé pointed out, his ac- 


tion would have had “a tendency 
to cast a serious doubt on the con- 
fessions made by the defendants to 
the police in English, and possibly, 
that may have been the reason for 
demanding an interpreter.” 
Prosecutor’s View. 

Circuit Attorney Miller indorsed 
Judge Rutledge’s views on the 
question of the interpreter. 

“The case was given very care- 
ful preparation by this office,” he 
wrote, ‘‘and I feel satisfied that the 
defendants had fair and impartial 
trials, and that absolutely no ad- 
vantage was taken or sought on ac- 
count of their nationality or any 
There was 
thoroughout absolutely no hint or 
intimation of an appeal to the jury 
based upon race prejudices or upon 
the fact that the defendants were 
aliens.” 

Miller, who disapproved of Judge 
Rutledge’s action in reducing Mar- 
tinez’s penalty to life imprison- 
ment. closed his report with a dis- 
cussion of “the principal of 
that all who participate in a hold- 
up and robbery are guilty equally 
as principals in the first degree for 
a resulting murder.”

Refueled Halfway to Chicago. 

The ancient planes had to be 
refueled at Rantoul, little more 
than halfway to Chicago. Their 
maximum speed was 87.6 miles an 
hour. But early in the service a 
pilot found a strong wind in his 
favor, skipped the stop at Ran- 
toul and landed in Chicago far 
ahead of schedule. Rivalry grew 
up, but Earl F. Baskey soon out- 
distanced all the other pilots. He 
set and reset his own records, 
which finally stood at 2 hours, six 
minutes for the 270-mile non-stop 
flight, an average slightly faster 
than 128.5 miles an hour. 

And St. Louis was regarded by 
the pilots as “up-and-coming” in 
aviation. Baskey quit the Govern- 
ment service and aviation when 
the St. Louis line was abandoned 
and other pilots went into mail 
service elsewhere. Last year an 
acquaintance sent him a Post-Dis- 
patch editorial on the remodeling 
of the old Forest Park hangar for 
storehouse purposes. Baskey 
posted a “For Sale” sign on his 
prosperous tire shop in Ohio, made 
a “non-stop” trip at nearly 50 
miles an hour to St. Louis in an 
automobile which would not travel 
over 60 and went to work the next 
day for the Ryan Aircraft Corpo- 
ration of St. Louis. 

If aviators believed in St. Louis, 
St. Louis still believed in air mail. 
In June, 1924, a plan was devised | 
whereby St. Louis bankers—not the 
Post Office Department—would 
pay $5000 a month to the Robert- 
son Aircraft Corporation for a line 
to Pittsburg and direct connection 
with New York. Thé Post Office 
Department was asked only to is- 
sue a permit to cover lability, 
but the Post Office Department 
was not in position then to do even 
that much. 


Subsidy Paid Later. 

Not for two years did St. Louis! 
succeed ine getting air mail, and/| 
then it was not the direct route | 
| planned in 1924, but the present. 
zig-zag line by way of Chicago and | 
the Great Lake storms and fogs. | 
Although the service was better 
than now, St. Louisans were slow 
in supporting e ‘ine with an incon- 
venient midafternoon closing time 
and frequent delays en route. To 
| tide it over this period, members of 
the St. Louis Clearing House As- 
sociation raised $30,000 as a direct 
subsidy—the only direct thing 
about the route. 

The culmination of St. Louis’ 18- 
year effort for adequate air mail 
service will come Aug. 1, in a hear- 
ing of the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee on Airways at Washington. 
Seven cities, led by St. Louis and 
including Pittsburg and Indianap- 
olis, will present a demand for a 
direct air mail route from New 
York through S8t. Louis into the 
South west.

LONDON, July * 96.—Prospects 
for an agreement between Nation- 
alist China and Soviet Russia, and 
consequent averting of war as an 
outgrowth of the dispute in Man- 
churia, were less reassuring today. 

While increasingly disturbing 
reports of border incidents came 
from Manchuria the question ot 
negotiations to settle the differ- 
ences growing out of seizure of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway appeared 
to hang in the balance. 

Moscow reports told of grave 
apprehension jest alleged atroci- 
ties iaid to Chinese authorities 
against Soviet citizens in Man- 
churia force Russia to send an ex- 
peditionary force into China to 
“rescue Soviet citizens.” 

Cc. T. Wang, Chinese Foreign 
Minister in a press statement at 
Shanghai, said Nanking was wait- 
ing to hear from Moscow before 
beginning negotiations, and that 
he thought it more likely the meet- 
ing would be at Moscow than at 
Harbin, Changchun, or in Central 
China. 

He said Chu Zao-yang, Minister 
to Finland, would leave Nanking 
Saturday for Harbin en route to 
Moscow. There were various re- 
ports that Moscow would refuse to 
treat with China until the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway had been 
returned to its old: status quo. 

There were reports from Man- 
chouli that Soviet airplanes had 
been fired upon by Chinese at 
Manchouli, at the Eastern termin- 
us of the railroad, and that after- 
wards rival armies encamped on 
opposite sides of the frontier there 
had fired upon each other. 


Tension in Chinese Situation Tight- 
ens in Moscow.

MOSCOW, July 26.—Relations 
between Russia and China today 
reassumed a menacing aspect in 
the Russian capital. Military and 
naval units and Jabor organizations 
throughout the country demanded 
that the Government take immedi- 
ate and specific action to protect 
life and liberty of Russian citizens 
stranded along the zone of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway. 

Reacting to reports of alleged 
atrocities in which Russian citizens 
in Manchuria were victims, thou- 
sands of soldiers, sailors and work- 
men adopted mass resolutions fa- 
voring speedy reprisals. 

Thousands of workers in Lenin- 
grad resolved in mass meetings 
last night-.that “the Leningrad 
workers insist that the soviet Gov- 
ernment take decisive steps against 
haughty Chinese and White Guard 
bands. The workers declare that 
the Russian peace policy does not 
mean Russia is submitting to out- 
rages. 

“The moment has come when we

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PACKING WEEK-END 


Savory and Subst&ntial Sand- 
wiches the Best Foods to 
Depend On. 


Indeed all the summer is a picnic 
season, but the warm days of 
July give us our real yearnings for 
packing up and starting off for the 
day. 

There is always the question of 
the picnic basket and what to put 
in it. Many innovations are tried, 
but somehow there is never any- 
thing that quite takes the place of 
well made and carefully packed 
sandwiches. They satisfy the ap- 
petite made keen by fresh air and 
anticipation in the best way. 

First of all see that the bread 
used is fresh, but not so fresh as 
to be crumbly. Cut it with a sharp 
knife in even, moderately thick 


'or tomato and cheese sandwich. 


| mixed together with a few chopped 


slices. Trim off the crusts if you 
wish, but if there are men or hun- 
gry boys in the party leave the 
crusts on. 

Butter each slice of bread before 
putting in the filling. There are 
few things more disappointing 
than dry, skimpy sandwiches. Gen- 
erous amounts of moist filling with 
a good beginning of butter give 
the best resuits. 

Wrap each sandwich, or at least 
every two sandwiches, in waxed 
paper» It is a good pian to wrap 
each individual's portion of sand- 
wiches separately and then allow 
some “extras.” 

Remember that the bread and 
filling at a picnic take the place 
of the meat and vegetables at a 
home meal, so see to it that part 
of the fillings are what we term 
“substantial.” 

Some may be frivolous, a few, 
perhaps, should be sweet. 

Meat, eggs, cheese and vegeta- 
bles make the substantial fillings; 
and sometimes these may be com- 
bined, as in an egg and tomato, 


Meat and vegetables may also be 
advantageously combined. 

The following suggestions are 
for the fillings described above. 
Add fruit, small cakes or cookies, 
a beverage—and presto, the picnic 
basket is packed. 

Substantial Fillings: 1. Chopped 
crisp bacon and hard boiled eggs 


olives and a \Ilittle mayonnaise. 
Spread on lightly buttered white or 
rye bread. Lettuce may be added. 

2. Thin slices of corned beef or 
tongue laid on slices of buttered 
white bread and spread with a mix- 
ture of mayonnaise, grated horse- 
radish, chili sauce.

5. Thin slices of roast beef or 
cold beefsteak placed on buttered 
slices of bread, covered with sliced

I 
had wonderful times in Wash- 
ington, but when people began 
talking about my husband and 
a Miss , I ran away. 

I went New York. 
Ziegfeld starred me as ‘Miss 
1918” in the Follies. Later 
while I was in one of Lee Shu- 
bert’s shows in Chicago, I met 
Stanley Joyce. He had lots of 
money and said he would get 
me a divorce from Sherby so I 
said [I would marry him. Stan- 
ley said we would go to Paris, 
but at Deauville, Stan got so 
jealous he was terrible. 

One day he said he had to _>» 
back to Chicago on _ business, 
and a few weeks after he had 
gone a newspaper’ reporter 
brought me a telegram saying 
Joyce was suing me for divorce.

A gap ensues in the diary of 
about five months, during which 
more than 4000 columns were 
written in American newspapers 
of the divorce proceedings.
